God 
bless Mr. Willbe-force! he made a noble 
stand for Humanity, and deserves her thanks 
aye, and the thanks of every’ lover of free- 
dom. But why can’t the trade be abolish- 
ed altogether ? only because in other con- 
tries, as Corporal Trim says, ‘they have 
nobody to stand up forthem.”

Prizes for Virtuous Actions. —In the 
account of the sitting of the French Acade- 
my onthe 25thalt. (St. Louis’ day,) we 
mentioned that five prizes, (the foundation 
of Barow de Moatyen) were awarded to 
live individuals ot the lower classes of soci- 
ely, for acts of habits of virtue. The task 
of deciding in such a case is new, we be- 
lieve, to any literary body acting in its cor- 
porate capacity; and probably from this 
cause it may not be uninteresting (o an- 
nouuce on what individuals, and what ac- 
tions, the choice of the Academy fell. Four 
of these virtuous persons are of the softer 
sex. ‘The first is the wife of a water-car- 
rier, whose husband gams no more than 35 
sous, or 16d a day ; but onthis Dame Jac- 
quemin received into her house and suppor- 
ted a poor female neighbour, left destitute 
of bread or refuge. Demoiselle Caillat, 2 
inilliner’s girl, has” during 12 years, main- 
tained by ber labour the mistriss with whom 
she served her apprentice ship, and whom 
an incurable malady prevented from doing 
any thing for her own support. Marie Car- 
tier has performed the same office of chari- 
ty for the last 17 years to a female, whose 
house she entered a servant. The last who 
is a porteress, received and supported in her 
house a youngwoman from her own province 
though for the support of herself and family 
she has only 200 francs or 8f a year, and 
was obliged to pledge her wearing apparel 
to perform this act of charity.—Each of 
these benevolent jadividuals have been a- 
warded with 1000 francs, and the notice of 
the French Academy. 
The first prize of the value of 150 francs, 
was decreed to Juseph Becard, an old 
clothesman, and the following is the account 
that the Bishop of Hermopolis gave of the 
invincible patience and numerous sacrifices 
which drew down upon him the award oi 
Baron Montyour’s bounty ? This man, for- 
merly the servant of the Marquis of Stin- 
fort, who died at Arris, at the commence- 
meat of the revolution, had witnessed in the 
prison of that city, during this disastrous 
period, the generous devotedness of Ma- 
dame de Chabilhac to her husband, who 
was thrown into the same dungeon.

About the end of last December, 
this unfortunate woman became ill, and 
Becard, after going about during the day to 
gain a pittance for her support, watched 
her sick bed during the night on a chair. 
It was only after three months, watching 
that he would be prevailed upon to accept 
of a mattrass from one of the neighbours, 
resisting the offer so long, on the ground 
that he might thus fall asleep while his pa- 
tient required h's assistance. ‘Ten days be- 
fore her death, he in fact ceased to go out 
on his usual occupation. She died about 
the middle of May last. Becard rendered 
her the last services of humanity, accompa- 
nied her body to tie ine and carried to 
the Cure of the parish five franes which re- 
mained of the succor whieh that Cure had 
sent her, for the pufpose of obtaining pray- 
ers for her soul. Faithful to her memory, 
he made with his own handsa small wood- 
en cross, and placed it, with her name in- 
scribed; on the grave where her remains 
were interred. Such is the course of action 
which has secured for this faithful friend of 
misfortune a gold medal, and an honourable 
inention among assembled academicians. 
If there is any romance in the return of the 
five francs, and ‘the erection of the monu- 
ment, it must be ascribed to the Bishop 
who gave the details.

The eloquence of their public har- 
angues, their coutempt of danger, their pa- 
tience in suffering, their laconic indifference, ' 
and savage hauteur, excite astonishment in 
the white man’s breast, while he ponders 
over that proneness of his species to dege- 
nerate, which has characterized every age 
of the world. 
The proofs of Indian eloquence are full 
and satisfactory in the specimens that have 
been preserved. Occasionally, too, they 
have given evidence of moderation, and of 
relentiul feelings, over bloody and ambigu- 
ous projects, that would shame many a ci- 
vilized and christian despot. The thirst for 
dominion, and the love of power, is rarely 
broken by the prospect of the tyrant and 
the usurper. 
A missionary, I think, tells a story of 
* these savages, as they are called,” highly 
illustrative of the genuineness of christianity, 
operating upon the naturally sullen and vin- 
dictive, but unsophisticated nature of the 
Indian. A tribe, which had received some 
slight elementary instructions in the princi- 
ples of that‘ charity,” which is every 
where more praised than practised, fell in- 
to a misunderstanding with each other, 
which threatened to end in total division 
and open hostility.

The ex- 
cavation of the canal in its whole length, which 
includes some rough hills, is so far done as to re- 
quire nothing more than the trimming and dres- 
sing of the banks. ‘The locks are all built, but 
require some carpenters’ work ; the stone work 
of all the aqueducts and stone bridges is within 
a small matter of being closed ; and the greater 
part are finished. A good proportion of the wood- 
en bridges are erected and with the exception of 
the carpenter work, the whole of this canal may 
be said ta be almost completed. On the same 
side of the river, and about oue mile below the 
‘Outlet of the before mentioned canal, there is one 
of about five miles in length, the excavation of 
which is finished, except a short distance near the 
guard lock, which with the abutment of the dam 
on the same side of the river are done and one 
fourth of the dam put in. The stone work at 
the two outlet locks is finished, from the terminae 
tion of this canal to the water, The navigation 
of the river Schay!kill is completed for a distance 
of 34 miles, the greater pa:t of which has been 
in use for two years.

—‘ Phe little village of Saint Ronan’s though 
it had not yet fallen into the state of entire obli- 
vion we have described, was, about twenty years 
since, fast verging towards it. The situation 
had something io it so romantic, that it provoked 
the pencil of every passing tourist, and we will 
endeavour, therefore, to describe it in language 
which can scarce be less intelligible than some of 
their sketches, avoiding, however, for reasoue 
which seem to us of weight, to give any more 
exact indication of the site, further thao that it 
js on the southern side of the Forth.’ and not a- 
bove thirty miles distant from the English fron- 
tier. 

A river of considerable magnitude pours its 
streams through anarrow vale, varying in breadth 
from two miles to the fourth of “.at distance, 
and which, being composed of rich alluvial soil, 
is, and has long been, enclosed, tolerably well in- 
habited, and cultivated with all the skill of Scot- 
lish agriculture. Either side of thie valley is 
bounded by a chain of hills, which, on the nght 
in patticular, may be almost termed mountains. 
Little brooks arising in these ridges, and finding 
their way to the river, offer each its own little 
vale to the industry of the cultivator. Some of 
them bear fine large trees, which have as yet es- 
caped the axe, and upon the banks of most 
there are scattered, from epace to space, patches 
and fringes cf natural copsewood, above and 
around which the bare banks of the stream arise, 
somewhat desolate in the colder months, but in 
summer glowing with dark purple beath or with 
the golden lustre of the broom and gorse. This 
isa sort of scenery pectliar to those countries, 
which abound like Scotland, in hills and m 
streams, and where the traveller is ever and anon 
discovering in some intricate and unexpected re- 
cess a simple and sylvan beauty, which pleases 
him the more that.it seems to be peculiarly his 
“own property as the first discoverer, 

“ In one of these recesses, and so near its ope- 
ning as to commani the prospect of the river, the 
Droader valley,and the opposite chain of hills,stood, 
and, unless neglect and desertion have completed 
their work, still stands, the ancient and decayed 
village of Saint Ronan’s. The site was singuiar- 
ly picturesque, as the struggling street of the vil- 

lage ran up a very steep bill, on the side of which 
were clustered, as it were upon little terraces, 
the cottages which composted the place, seeming 
as in the Swiss towns on the Alps, te rise above 
each other towards the ruins of an old castle, 
which continued te occupy the crest of the emi- 
nence, and the strength of which had -doubtless 
Jed the neighbourhood to assemble under its walls 
for protection. It must, indeed, have been a 
place of formidable defence, for, on the side. op- 
posite to the town, its walls rose -etraight -up 
from the verge of a tremendous precipice, whose 
base was washed by Saint Ronan’s burn, as the 
brook was entitled. On the southern side, whee 
the declivity was less precipitous, the ground had 
been carefully levelled into successive terraces, 
which ascended to the summit of the hill, and 
were, or rather had been, connected by stair-ca-

This city looks like the abode of happiness. 
And notwithstanding the yawning listlessness of 
the subjects of idleness and vacuity, and the stale 
complaints against the times by those who are 
singular in their opinions, if they imagine they 
deserve better ; notwithstanding the disappoint- 
ments occasioned by the disingenuousness ot par- 
ty spirit, and the stings of bitterness left by the 
unchristian zeal of sectarian controversy, here is 
ample room for the practice of virtue ; the en- 
dane of innocent hiliarity and the interchange 
of such duties and affections as make mankind 
a blessing to each ober; and there is no doubt 
bat that many of those whom we meet in these 
strcets—of features and appearance too ordinary 
toelicit a remark, or engage any thing more 
more than a cerveng rerenere pursuing a 
course of conduct and self regulation sy govern- 
ed, by these principles of rational policy, as 
to place themselves as far from evil as can be 
done by abilities subject to passione. 

But to form a proper estimate of the propor- 
tions of happiness and misery enjoyed and suffer- 
ed by any body of men,we must look beyond the 
comfortable dwellings of those who are easy in 
theircircumstances. We must desert our own 
cheerful firesides to go among the hovets of 
wretchedness, and seek out the victims of their 
own vices—the subjects of poverty—and the-chil- 
dren of misfortune. 

Omitting objects of this déseription which are | 
sufficiently numerous among the whites, let us 
look among our black population. Their aum- 
ber issaid to amount to 700—nearly a tenth of 
the whole number of inhabitants of the city. And 
what is their moral condition? No doubt there 
are those among (hem whe are men of principle 
aud integrity, and worthy members of society, 
but a very great proportion of this unhappy peo- 
ple are degraded in a degree that is scarcely re- 
moved trom the irrational aeation.

Power 
no doubt exists equally (ceteris paribus) omong all 
collective bodies of meu: Lut here it is said not 
to be sufficiently concentrated, or executive to 
call the public vigourinto united action. Yet} 
do believe it possible for us to dv something more 
effectually beneficial to this abandoned race, than 
has been ta accomplished, Indeed, J am not 
convinced that the measures of benevolence 
which have ended in their emancipation, have not

at least protlematical might be employed at home, 
immediataly uader the eye of tbe donor, in a 
manner that would certainly be prodactive of be- 
nefit to the temporal interests of society, and pro- 
bably to souls of equal value, and in a situation 
equally dangerous, as those OF the “ untutored 
heathen” who are made the subjects of much 
despicable cant, and pharisaical alarm. 

To this project it may be objected, that it is in- 
consistent with the principles of republicanism— 
that it tends to abridge the liberties of a portion 
of the citizens, and that it is but a step from slave- 
ry- But those who take this ground, argue for a 
relaxation from all restraint, which is totally in- 
consistent with civil liberty, and it would 
be wasting time to attempt to shew that ci- 
vil government and sabordination are necessa- 
ry to the well-being of a republic ; And it is to be 
recollected that we are already at variance with 
this principle, by denying them the right of suf- 
frage and the privileges of an elector. 

Government is established, not for the honour 
or enjoyment of those who are entrusted with its 
authority ; but for the bappiness of the subject. It 
is its duty therefore to make use of all lawful 
and possible means to effectuate that object ; and it 
follows that government must not be restrained 
rom the pursuit of any measure which promises 
to be of universal or particular benefit, without 
being productive of either publig or individual in- 
jury : Bnt the measure could not be denied to be 
beneficial in every point of view, as well to those 
who are immediately, as those but collaterally in- 
terested in its exeention—and if so, where is the 
injury ?—The public is not cheated—its peace en- 
angered, or its dignity impaired.—The individu- 
al is not burdened or oppressed—on the contrary 
it is bat an act of kindness in the majority to fur- 
nish parental assistance to an individual whom 
long experience has shewn to be utterly incapa- 
ble to také care of himself, or of making that pro- 
vision which natare requires fur his health aad 
sustenance. 

That this system would be improper, because 
it would be aform of government different from 
that to which the whites are subjected, is an ob- 
jection which will vanish before the fact, that al- 
most every distinct combination of inen requires 
a peculiar form uf government—some more, some 
less restrained. Who will not ackuowledge that 
the pent which is proper for us would be incon- 
sistent with the existence of government ia Tur- 
key, or the siates of Barbory.—The long existence 
of the Empire of Chine, without radical 
change, stiews it to be peculiarly adapted to the 
state’ of the popular mind in that country—but 
what would be the creation of such a system in 
England. 

But on this point, viz.—that ofthe power to ac- 
complish this object, our Statute book is conclu- 
sive—We there find that those who are guilty of

Emancipation has turned them loose among them- 

selves—hbas given up ignorant and viciated tntel- 

lect to the control of vicious and depraved incli- 

nation, and subjected judgment to the degrading 

power of their own abandoned passions.—Better 

to possess the insensibility of a brute, and like 

him toil for an interested and unfeeling master, 

than be initiated into the mysteries of Hell, and 

devoted to the author of evil. The former estate 

would have the advantage of the latter, in a nega- 

tive point of view, at least. 

Ip order to the improvement, and amelioration 
of the condition of those miserable beings, | would 
suggest a new system of regulations, less burden- 
some than those of their own unbridled propensi- 
ties. Asis the case in many towns in Europe 
with regard to theJews, and in China with all 
strangers, | would have a particular quarter of the 
town exclusively devoted to them. Here all*fam- 
ilies should be located, and under such superin- 
tendence, as so far 40 controul their liberties as to 
guard them against their worst enemies—them- 
selves ,—their, passions, and their unquenchable 
thirst. I would compel compliance, by greater 
restrictiun, and induce it if possible by conferring 
privileges, and marks of petty distinction. Pro 
motion to offices of trust in their department 
would excite a proper emulation—and from the 
specimens of regular depertment which some few 
of them now exhibit—it is presumed that this 
system might be extended to the utter exclusion 
of wbites from any station immediately connected 
with thera,and thus remove the degrading idea of 
subservieney to colour. This government should 
be a sort of stewardship, and so regulated by time 
and circumstances, as should be found most con- 
dusive to the interests and welfare of the govern- 
ment; and should be conducted on the principles 
of encouraging virtue, by holding oat rewards to 
the diligent and well-disposed,and exclusion from 
privileges to the idle and vicious—Ecenomy 
should be recommended, and frugality assisted ; 
and in case of necessity,both should be enforced ; 
though under proper management it is presumed 
that,it would be seldom necessary ‘to resort to 
-harsh measures. But the principal object of this 
distinct settlement would be, the entire exclusion 
of ardeut spirits, and consequently.those number- 
less abominable evils, and dreadfuland remediless 
curses, which flow from the poisoned chalice of 
the eternal enemy of man. No sacrifice would 
be too great to ensure any body of men against 
the brutish aliurements of this most loathsome of 
all circean vices. It is needless to mention the 
pe culiar regulations applicable to this pert of the 
plan ;—But this desirable object would be easily 
effectuated by a proper s¥stem, and attentive 
management.

LATEST FROM ENGLAND. 

By the arrival yeelerday afterncon of the 
packet ship Columbia, Capt. Rogers, in 28 days 
from Liverpool, the editors of the New- York 
Daily Advertiser have received London papers 
to the evening of the 30th Oct ; and Liverpool 
papers to the Ist of November. 

‘The papers contain much interesting matter, 
but we have only room to-day for the following 
extracts. 

The Right Revd. Bishop Hebart arrived at 
Liverpoo! on the evening of the 28th of Octo- 
ber, in the ship Meteor, Capt Gardiner. 

The French cabinet seems to have been io a 
state of some disturbance at our last dates, as 
the Duke Belluno had just been dismissed, and 
various reports were current in Paris which 
produced a great agitation in the funds. At one 
time it was stated that M. Villele was just about 
to depart from the capital, at another that the 
session of (the Chambers was to be immediately 
closed. A rumour that naval preparations were 
making in the English ports also had a considera- 
ble effect. There existed much anxiety at the 
London Exchange on the subject of the Spanish 
Loan. According to the last accounts king Fer- 
dinand had made a favoutble modification jn his 
proclamation relative to the Spanish Loan. 

Gen. Mina obstinately refuses to surrender 
Barcelona without conditions, but the French 
are pressing the siege and expect to force a ca- 
pitulatien. Jeridais in the haadsof the French ; 
but Carthacena makes a stout resistance under 
Torrijas. whom the Freach call the ** second edi- 
tion of Mina.” 

The Londan Courier states that 30,000 French 
troops are to he left in Spain until the government 
of Ferdinand js fully established. A number of 
the most active enemies of the constitution are to 
be rewarded withhigh offices under the king, and 
at the head of the army list stands the Baron d’- 
Eroles.

The Resulves are genuine, the deliberate act of 
men, whose characters had been considered a 
pledge, that they woutd not—that they could not 
wantonly stigmatize any class of their fellow citi. 
zens, The writer would not detract from the 
merits of any ciass of Men or Boys so far as his 
knowledge extends ap the subject, (and he was 
one of the first at the fre, was uniformly either jn 
the ranks, or assisting in conveying furniture from 
houses exposed to the flames) there Was no clase 
of men atthe fire, who deserve the illiberal treat- 
ment which the resolves in question contain. 
It is true, there was much confusion, possibly the 
effect of the want of water as the ranks were of.

of water—and partly it is believed owing to a 
want of system, ma g energy on the partof the 
Fire-Wardens. Let me not be understood, as de- 
signing to injure in any way the character, or 
wound the feelings of those gentlemen. Much 
allowance should be made for want of experience. 
The fact is, ander their direction, there should 
have been lines formed at the commencement of 
the fire to our pnblic wells, instead of which our 
citizens were fatigued and harassed, in the vain 
attempt to supply the engines from private ones,

SCHOOL REPORT. 


The Committee of the First District, in the 

First School Suciety of New-flaven, respectfully 

reports :-— 

That there have been kept Open in the District 

during the last season, eleven schools, for children 

of both sexes under cight years of age; four 

schools for girls over eight years of age; and two 

schools for colored cluldren. ‘These schools have 

been conducted in the customary manner. They 

have been opened daily by prayer, or by reading 

a chapter from the Scriptures. The teachers have 

managed them with ability, and the scholars 

have improved in behavior, and made respectable 

proficiency in learning. 

In the eleven schools for small children, which 

have been kept open during half the year, there 

have been 433 pupils on the lists. ‘The schools for 
large girls have been open the whole year, and 

numberen 215 scholars. A school for large boys, 

containing 41 scholars, was kept for one quarter ; 

and there have been 34 scholars in the school for 
colored children. 

The Lancasterian School, kept by Mr. Lovell, 
has been open throughout the year, and has been 
uniformly in a prosperous state. Its highly res- 
pectable instructor has been indefatigable in his 
labors and attentions, aod the scholars have ad- 
vanced rapidly under his superintenda ce. The 
whole number who have attended this school dur- 
ing the last year is 425, of whom there are now 
on the list 341. 

The whole number of scholars in the schools 
under the care of the committee, has been 1,148. 
For the support of the instruction of the several 
schools, there has been expended in the course of 
the year, $1,801 85, which is the whole sum re- 
ceived from the State. 

‘Phe progress of the pupils in the Lancasterian 
School, and the present state of the different class- 
es, are shown in the following table. .

i a town where the schools are as numerous in 
Proportion *to the population, as in any other in 
our country; and where the attention to the in- 
struction of the rising generation has been unre- 
mitted ; the improvements made by Mr. Lancas- 
ter have been adopted, and are now in a train of 
successful operation. They look with confidence 
and, as hee eg with a well founded hope, 
that the children educated in anner will be- 
come well acquainted with inary branches 
of learniog taught in otr sehools; and that they 
will likewiee acquire habits of industry, of regu- 
larity and obedience; habits which will coatin- 
ve through life, and which will increase ir 
usefulness in whatever station they may be called 
to act, as members of civil society. That the 
plan of education pursued in the Lancasterian 
Scheols fms a powerful influence on the hubits 
and morals of children, is apparent from a state- 
ment made ina neighboring city, by the Board 
of Trustees, ** that of the many thousand children 
wno have received teeir education at the New- 
York Free Schools, they know not of the convic- 
licn of an individual, for a crime against society.” 
And when it is recollected, that in our free an 
happy country every man is eligible to office, no 
one being legally excluded, it appears to be pe- 
culiarly important, that the means of education 
should be held out within the reach of every indi- 
vidual ; and that the character of the scheme of 
instruction adopted, should be the most elevated 
which it is possible to communicate to the mass 
of the community. 
it has been observed with no little gratification 
by the committee, that among the objects which 
have engaged the attention of the Instructor of our 
Lancasterian School he has not overlooked those 
very wmportant ones, of ciear, distinct, articula- 
tion, an attention on the part of the pupil to the 
sense of what he reads, and an avoidance ofa 
manner in ady degree monotonous. This has ap- 
peared particularly, in reading and reciting poet- 
ry; and it will be recollected with pleasure by 
those parents who have been present at the exhi- 
bitions which have taken place that children of 
trom 8 to 14 years of age, have recited poetical 
pieces with as much propriety as is usually wit- 
in the performances ui men and women. 
It would have given much pleasure to the com- 
mittee, to have been able to announce to the So- 
ciety, that a convenient house had been built for 
the accommodatjon of the Lancastetian School ; 
but this most desirable event, although for the 
present postponed, they trust will not be finally 
relinquished. When the new building is erected, 
and the school for girls‘on the plan of Mr. Lan- 
caster is established, they think it may be said 
with truth, that at no former period were the 
means of insiruction @ complete, or the facili- 
ties for the solani of useful knowledge so 
great, as they will then be in the town of New-

It has 6 uills, each 
folding over the other; the skin is rough, and of 
the colour of the elephant; it is preserved in’good 
order, and complete shape ‘

The Lama of Peru, is considered a species of the 
Camel, but is more beautiful: it is nearly four 
feet high, its neck 3 feet long, ears four inches. It 
is of a brown colour, except the bead and fegs, 
which are beautifully spotted.
